Mr*  Ckairsaji,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

T  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  town  for  the  Year  1967. 

The  aid-year  population  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar-Genera 1 

was  12,670. 

During  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  ninety  four  live  births, 
twenty-seven  of  which  were  illegitimate,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  15* 3 
per  1,000  population  lower  than  the  national  rate  &f  17*2. 

There  were  two  hundred  and.  one  deaths  from  all  causes,  giving  a 
death  rate  of  15*9  per  1,000  population  higher  than  the  national  rate  of 
11*2.  76**#  ©f  deaths  occurred  in  persons  ©ver  sixty-five  years  of  age. 

Vascular  lesions  @f  the  nervous  system,  coronary  disease  and  angina  being 
the  greatest-  killer-,,  Three  deaths  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  ©f 
age  from  pulmonary  valve  atresia,  asphexia  and  meningitis. 

There  were  ninety-nine  cases  ©f  infectious  diseases  notified, 
two  scarlet  fever,  two  acute  pneumonia,  ®ne  meningococcal  infection,  two 
puerperal  pyrexia,  two  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  five -erysipelas,  sixteen 
whooping  ecxigb  and  sixty-nine  measles. 


There  were  one  hundred  and  three  houses  erected  during  the  year, 
twenty-two  by  the  local  authority,  seven  pre-fabs  were  demolished. 
Applications  were  received  an 4.  granted  in  respect  ©f  three  standard 
grants  and  seven  discretionary. 


There  were  nineteen  Caravan  Sites  licensed,  acceaae dating  two  thousand 
six  hundred  and  eighty  three  Vans.  These  Sites  were  visited  regularly  and 
thirty  contraventions  remedied. 

An  adequate  supply  ©f  water  was  provided  by  the  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  during  the  year-,  chemical  and  bacteriological  analyses  ©f 
samples  taken  regularly  from  sources  at  Welton,  CandXesby  and  Orby,  and 
points  in  the  distribution  system  were  satisfactory. 

Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  three  hundred 
and  seventy  four  premises  were  licensed,  these  were  regularly  visited  and 

defects  remedied.

Convalescence* 

There  are  two  Convalescent  Hospitals  in  the  district*  one  Male  and  one 
Female*  convalescence  to  these  is  arranged  through  the  Sheffield  Regional 
Hospital  Board o 


Nurseries * 

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs  Barratt  providing 
accommodation  for  thirty  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months  to  five  years 
It  is  open  from  May  to  September  and  affords  an  opportunity  to  Mothers  for 
seasonal  employment* 


Another  special  feature  of  this  Nursery*,  accommodation  is  provided  daily 
for  children  from  8*0  a*®,  to  6  p0m»9  during  the  year  whose  Mothers  are 
temporarily  ill*  or  have  to  go  to  hospital  for  confinement  or  other  illness* 
This  arrangement  enables  the  Father  to  follow  his  normal  employment*  A  fee 
of  6s. Od  a  day  Is  charged. 


Ambulance  Service* 

There  is  one  Ambulance  Station  in  the  district*  this  service  is 
administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

Children’s  Act,  1948. 

By  the  provision  of  this  Act*  certain  classes  of  children  come  under  the 
care  of  the  Children’s  Department  of  the  County  Council*  This  Department 
is  responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various  reasons  deprived  of  normal 
care  of  their  parents. 


Training  Centre. 

A  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  the  district  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  for  Children  excluded  from  the  School  System  under  Section  57(3) 
of  the  Education  Act*  1944.  This  centre  provides  training  for  children  from 
Alford*  Skegness  Urban  and  Spilsby  Rural  Districts.
